Prized photo becomes 
woman’s memorial 


“Never let anything so fill you with sorrow as to 
make you forget the joy of Christ risen” is the favorite 
prayer of Mother Teresa of Calcutta, India. It is also 
the inscription on the headstone of Eileen Potts’ 
grave. 


Miss Potts, daughter of William and Elizabeth Potts 
of Somerdale, N.J., died Nov. 18 last year at age 24 of 
an undiagnosed form of cancer. 


The vice-chairperson of the youth committee of 
the International Eucharistic Congress held in 
Philadelphia, Pa. in 1976, Miss Potts received a 
hospital visit from Mother Teresa in August of that 
year while recovering from one of her operations. 
That visit was immortalized by photographer Robert 
S. Halvey of the Catholic Standard & Times, the 
newspaper for the Archdiocese of Philadelphia. 


Miss Potts was so impressed with the photograph 
that, when it became apparent she did not have long 
to live, she asked her father if the photo and Mother 
Teresa's favorite prayer could be used on the 
remembrance cards that would be given out at the 
viewing. Her parents later had the picture 
reproduced on their daughter's headstone at Gate of 
Heaven Cemetery in Somerdale. 


Regarding the sculptured reproduction of his 
photo, photographer Halvey commented, “I feel 
deeply honored to be a permanent part of the lives of 
two inspiring people.”

Safely” is an instructional book which tells pregnant Chicano women how 


to abort at home. 


SAN DIEGO—The Chicano Com- ° 


munity Health Center has con- 
demined the medical and allied health 
staff at WomanCare (a local feminist 
women’s health center) for their 
promotion of-a book entitled “When 
Birth Control Fails: How to Abort 
Ourselves Safely.” 


The publication encourages 


‘ Chicano and Black women to induce 
their own abortions at home. 
According to Norma Freeman, CCHS 
administrator, the book is deceptive 


because it “promotes unsound, 
unsafe unsupervised, and unsterile 
techniques that are guaranteed to 


“cause the death of many young 


mothers.” 


The local Chicano health center 
became aware of the book only two 
months ago. With the cooperation of 


se doctors, the center has been 


waging an active campaign to warn 
women about the risk of the 
techniques described in the book. 


“The book is lethal in their hands,” 
Freeman said. She also pointed out 
that “women believe in clinics,” and 
when the techniques in this book are 
suggested to them, they would never 
question the safety factor. 


WomanCare is contradicting its own 
philosophy of care by supporting 
this book, according to Freeman. She 
explained that “feminist clinics are 
supposed to be for the betterment of 
women. However, with this book, 
WomanCare is disregarding both the 
health and feminist aspects of its 
philosophy.” 

CCHS has called on the San Diego 
County Medical Society and the 
County Health Department to join ina 
public condemnation of the book.

Frederic Ozanam is model for laity seeking involvement 


DENVER—Frederic_ Ozanam, who 
lived in 19th-century France, was not 
the type of person to simply sit back 
and complain about what went on. 


He’s a model for lay people today 
who want to get involved, who want to 
try to do something instead of simply 
carping about politics, economics, 
and society, according to Bernard 
Barbiche, a Frenchman who knows 
and speaks about Ozanam as though 
he were a close friend.

institute of historical documents and 
records, has worked on numerous 
volumes of Ozanam’s letters and 
writings. 

During a visit to Denver, Barbiche 
was interviewed by the Denver 
Catholic Register, the archdiocesan 
newspaper. 


Ozanam founded the St. Vincent de 
Paul Society with six colleagues in 
1833 to aid the poor. He was a scholar 
who had been using his talent as a 
writer and speaker to defend the 
Church against attackers, but 


realized, Barbiche said, that words 
alone were not enough against attacks 
on the Church. 


“OZANAM FELT that Christians 
should prove by their actions what can - 
be done by Christians,” Barbiche said, 
“so he founded the St. Vincent de Paul 
Society.” 

Why aren’t Ozanam and his ideas 
better known today? 


Barbiche said that “often the people 
with the ideas are less known than the 
people who implement those ideas.” 
And that is the case with Ozanam, he 
said. 


AND BARBICHE said also that 
perhaps Ozanam isn't as well-known 
as he should be because he died when 
he was only 40, in 1853. 


Ozanam, whose cause for beatifica- 
tion is now in the historical section of 
the Vatican Congregation for Saints’ 
Causes, was the inspiration for the 
Christian Democratic political parties 
that exist throughout the world, 
according to Barbiche. 

And- Barbiche pointed out that 
Ozanam urged that the Church 
“should be identified with the poorest 
people...at a time when it was nearly 
always identified with the higher 
classes of society. : 

“HE WAS AMONG those urging 
workmen's compensation for those 
injured on their job...and he felt also 
that the workers of his time should get 
paid more. 

“He said that the Church should not 
side with the wealthy,” Barbiche said,

and he was for democracy. He wanted 
the Church to-see its future in the 
masses, the poor, and the workers, 
sometimes referred to as the 
“barbarians.” Ozanam once wrote, 
speaking about the Church: “Let us go 
over to the side of the barbarians.” 


Ozanam’s ideas did not sit well with 
upper-class Catholics, Barbiche said.- 
Such Catholics, “even the ones with 
liberal leanings, mistrusted the power 
of the lower classes as a threat to their 
liberty and property.” 

OZANAM, Barbiche said, was 
opposed to “tying the Church to an 
outdated institution...the old 
royalism.” To tie the Church to that; 
Ozanam felt, would make the Church 
bound to what he called a “glorious 
invalid.” 


Barbiche said that Ozanam’s ideas 
are reflected in Pope Leo XIII’s social 
encyclical “Rerum Novarum” and in 
Pate teachings of Pope John 


Ozanam, Barbiche said, “was a 
forerunner of what a Christian’s role 
should be in modern society.” 


HE ALSO WORKED and cooperated 
with women in the needs of the 
Church, particularly in the area of 
evangelization. He worked closely 
with Pauline Jericho, founder of the 
Society for the Propagation of the 
Faith. 


Like Ozanam himself, Barbiche isa 
scholar, a historian, and he puts those 
talents to the service of the St. Vincent 
de Paul Society. 
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
